The Mexicans who found him 
notified the Graffs, and relatives in 
Hondo were called, and went to the 
scene. 
He was placed in a car and 
started to town. 
When the car was 
opposite the Auditorium, in town, 
Irwin came to himself and wanted to 
know what had happened. 
That was 
just what the others wanted to know. 
The general belief is that while Irwin 
was watching the cow his horse went 
on one side of a tree and Irwin on the 
other, as his body was under a tree, 1 
and the tree showed the loss of some 
bark. 
Besides being somewhat bruis- I 
ed up and sore, he did not suffer any 
serious injury, for which his friends ‘ 
are thankful.
